Perhaps the only way these 
boys have of gaining a stan- 
dard of ving comparable to 
boys of higher Intellect is by 
using this natural ability to play 
games, Why should they be 
denied the opportunity? 

The preofessional clubs have 
been arcused of only beng 
Interested in boys as potential 
footballers, and that all other 
matters relating to their era) 
weifire are not considered, This 
is unfalr and untrue. 

While clubs ace chiefly con- 
cerned with boys for thelr foot- 
ball talent It not to the ex- 
cluston of their other interesis 
If parents wish their sons to have 
some other safeguard for the 
future, then clubs are willing to 
help. 

PUT TO TRADES 

Every year we at Everton 
arrange for boys to be appren- 
ticed to the various tradse, or 
articled to accountants. Many 
of them wiil not make tho grada 
us footballers, but the benefit of 
thelr becoming tradesmen cop- 
{inues after our interest in them 
us footballers has finished. Some 
never teach the point of signing 
professional forms. 

In professional football, as In 
the business world, boys are in

Still to be decided is the 
question of a federal capital, 
at any rate a temporary one. 
The claims of Trinidad, Bar- 
bados ("Little England’) and 
Grenada, the spice island, have 
all been advanced. The claims 
of Trindad are _ particularly 
Strong, and it has been sug- 
gested that the American naval 
base at Chaguaramas' which 
has been partly  de-activated, 
might make a suitable alte.
